Mew York,Oct. t^Yellow fever pro- 
vails In Havana to a greater extant 
than at any time since 1897, says a 
Washington dispatch to tbo Herald. 
For the week ended Septamber 18 
there were nine deathe. The week 
ended September tS also showed nine 
deaths, while there were It during 
the week ended September It. 

The marine hospital reporta show a 
total of 49 deaths for the month of 
.Vugiist. In August, 1898, there were 
only Itl deaths from yellow fever in 
Havana, and in Anpust, 1S99, there 
\w>re only Kl. Conipiired with pre- 
\ious years, hownver, the mortality 
from yellow fever this year is small. 
The deaths from this disease in Au- 
gust, is!i:!, were 100; 1894, 73; 1885, 
1211; isoil, 202, and 1897, 102. 

The high death rate in 1895, and the 
two following years, is due in large 
measure to the unacclimatad Spanish 
soldiers who were stricken with the 
disease. 

The excess of mortality during the 
present year over the two preceding 
ears is due to the fact that there are 
many more anaocllmated persons in 
Havana now than at any time since 
1897.

Howeier, it is now conceded that 
the presence of the emperor and cm- 
pres.s in Pekin is not absolutely neces- 
sary to the alt.ilnnicnt of a satisfac- 
tory and iiermaricnt settlement of the 
Chinese trouble, though it is undoubt- 
edly true that their retur^^ would 
hasten such a settlement.

In the shops and fftotories that 
are owaed hf foreigners the astivs 
artlssn compsres favorably with the 
workman of any other nation, espe- 
cially in the use of western tools, 
met hodi snd mscbinery. In a b*oeder 
sense, in the erection of brtdgts, con- 
struct ion of temples, roads, canals — 
in the wide sense of the engineer — 
the Chinnraan compares well with his 
fellows in more civilized lands. Msny 
of his bridges arc marvelous not only 
for their beauty and accurney of con- 
sfnietioM, but in the iiif1)<-ult ii s over- 
come and in the soliility of iheir foun- 
dations, llere the Chinaman's chnr- 
ncteristic of thorou^rli ness expresses 
itself. "The Chinaman builds for aU 
time; the rest of tha world bullda for 

to-day.*; 

Hut the Chinese are opposed to the 
eni|)loymcnt of m.ichinery. 'i'liis op- 
jKisition exists not only among tlie 
piisumably ignorant who labor for 
their daily supjiort, but among the 
rich and highly educated as well. The 
reason for this opposition is founded 
upon social and economic conditions 
unlike those In any other part of tho 

world, 

'I'lic atatement is as follows: 
1. Every man in China Is a worker, 
and only by untiring industry is he 
capable of feeding and clothing him- 
self and family. 

i t. All branches of Industry sre full. 

I There is never lack of labor nor of 
work to do, and so nicely adjusted 
have become the econ«|taiic conditions 
through centuries of struggle th.it 
practical content reigns among the 
workers, and any upsetting of the 
equilibrium of sujiply and demand 
protluccs widespread distress. 

The proposition: Introduce a nin- 
ehiiic which sh;ill by the su pcivis ii lU 
of one m:in be able to do the woik ol 
ten men. 

'1 he result is that nirc men are 
thrown out of that particular task. 
There is no outlet for their industry 
for the reason given In paragraph 3 
of the statement. Therefore these 
nine men must starve, steal or emi- 
;,'r ite. This is pretty nearly the cor- 
rect status of the working world in 
China, and is the underlying resson 
for the opposition to labor-saving ma- 
chinery. In this great empire a labor- 
.savlng tool or machine is an economic 
curse, and will remain so until the 
conditions are greatly modified 
throughout Chins. 

Pattlan II Flat.

Many farmers and dairymen are sue- 
eessful in this business, and statistics

undertake to supply farming or mer- 
cantile capacity to those who lack tal- 
ent or ability. The dairy division as- 
certains the most likely causes of fail- 
ure and endeavors to advise against 
those causes.

They do it la dirty clothes, 
with dirty handa, caring nothing how 
much dust and dirt oomes from them- 
selves and from the eows into the milk 
pails. It Is Important (hat attendanta 
should be cleanly, having clean hands 
and clean finger nails. But every farm- 
er knows that it is dliltnit to find help- 
ers who will ever think of cleaning 
their finger nails. They will scarcely 
do tliat before golnff to church, much 
less when poinc to do their tni'kinu'. 

One of the chief f<irms of bai t^-riaJ 
cont.tmination of milk comes from this 
carelessness. The udders sho'ild be 
clean<(l always before miiliinj,' begins. 
The fact is overlooked that Bft( r milk- 
inR- the teats are moist and ^rerms plant 
theinse!ves there, pome of tlietn even 
workinp thi ir way into the teat cavity. 
Unless the teats are c>at^eil before 
the next mi'kinjf these perm,^ are first 
drawn into the milk pail. There they 
bepin their work of oonlainination 
even wliile the milking is poinir on. 
They develop rapidly. 

Like>\ ise. when utcnslls nre >vashed, 
unless ;'i.at 1 are is taken, 'he milk 
will not be completely removed from 
tlicra, and the lactic bacteria (father 
and pcrininate there, so that lepions 
!■( the bacteria arc in the utensils 
whi'u tlie next milldng begins, just aa 
thry nre in or upon the udder or 
teats. Cleaning utinsils upon tkt 
farms requires constant and cartfal 
supervision, because employes are 
everywhere careless. They use pro- 
miscuous rags and wiping clotha, 
neglect the strainers, neglect the 
pails, do their washing hastily, and 
usually with cold or luke-wnrm wa- 
ter. A'cry often the milk pnlls arc al- 
lowed lo become coated witli preasy 
layers which are liotb i!s for the de- 
\elopin<>nl of b.Tcteria. Moreover, wa- 
ter which is iini)iire is frefpicnlly 
used, water from cisterns and sliallow 
wells. anil soinc'tlmes disliwater 
«liicli has lici'n Used for phites and 
other talile nicnsils, .

proper care of pood milk after it is 
deliteii d to Ihein. Milk can us easily be 
contaminated by bad handling after it 
Imh been delivered aa before it leavea 
the farm. If pure milk is left In • 
kitchen or ill-rentilated cellar, where 
dust can settle upon It or where fllea 
mtiy (father upon it. no blame can tt* 
tach to the mlllcman or the dairyman. 
That is the fault of the housekeeper. 

Milk is often left in glass bottles 
in the sun. Or it is placed in a small 
tin pail which haa not been properly 
waslLcd. It ia placed in s refrigera-

•billty thtj do so. Thty claim that 
eartltssntss tzists os tht farms, that 
many farmers do not naturally posses* 
business ability; and because of this 
lack of business ability they do not 
lake such precautions In ail cases as 
tliey should take. Moreover, it ia de- 
veiuped that there are nowadays very 
few dishonest fnratrt. Lack of knowl- 
edge is the canse of tlie delivery of im- 
pure milk In a majority of cases. 

Because of these conditions the 
ereameries have become edneat(<rk. 
They deal only with those whom tluy 
know, and their agents have piven in- 
struction to thousands of farJllel:^ who 
hii\e yladlj received ail valii.ilile iufor- 
U'utiou. iS(juie of the l)esl farmers 
who make preat efforts to produce 
pure and clean milk ure often handi- 
capped by careless or sloxenly help — 
neu and women on the farm whocan- 
^t or will not comprehend the inijKjr- 
tnnoe of itriet ebstrTaaca of certain

tor where it alisorbs the odors of 
meats and vepetables. And yet the 
hnu.sckeejiers who arc most c.ireless 
are tlie most cx.ictinp ami ready to 
quarrel with their milkmen; when, as 
a matter of fact, the milkman ia lion- 
ef^l and serving |uirc milk to recklesS 
or ipnoriint customers. 

Careful and intellipent housekeep- 
ers sterilize their milk, particularly 
tiic milk which is for the use of ba- 
bies and children. One-third of the 
children die before the^ are three 
years old, and one of the leadinp 
causes of this mortality la the use 
of unwholesome milk. Careless moth- 
ers have been known t* permit germs 
to nttiiok them just as they attack 
cow.s upon farms, and children draw 
these perms from their mothers. But, 
whether it be mother's milk or milk 
from ilo cnus, unwholesome milk has 
much to do with infant mortality. 

Milk I'aii easily be .stcrili/cd in the 
home by boilinp it In plass bottles, 
and then siuldenly coolinp it with cold 
water or ice. lloiling kills the harm- 
ful bacteria, and the coolinp nnist be 
quick, in order to prevent the re- 
developiiient of spores, livery careful 
houseki i pcr rearnip a cliild will plad- 
ly resort to this melliod of sleriliza- 
tiou; but careless liousekecpers will 
probably continue in their careless- 
ncan, and ul»o couliuuc to blame the 
milkman for their own faults. 

Although milk is one of the best 
of foods, and is extensively used 
everywhere, 87 per cent, of it is wa- 
ter. One hvndrM pounds of milk eon- 
tains 87 pounds of water, five pounds 
of milk sugar, 8J pounds of albumen 
and casein, snd s^Tcn-tenths of a 
pound of mineral matter. Chemists 
and scientists say that pure milk is 
one of the beat of all food products, 
while practical men and women know 
that it is the best of all foods for 
children. Tht small proportion of 
Bolid matter, although exceedingly 
nutritive, is so readily dipeslililc that 
its health-giving properties are mar- 
velous.

and zoolopieal gardens, and the !ibri\- 
rlcs and Kicntific collections in its 
vicinity. The liuildiii;,'- is desii-'iied to 
accommoii.iie thne x'hools, the aca- 
demic, ijedatroi,' ic and i^ii lu nier .'^eho'jl. 
It is to cnniain a lilirary. gymnasium, 
natatorium. manual t rain int; rooms, 
assembly hall, mufic, leei m uul flass- 
rooms. There will be laboratoiies for 
home economics, geography, history, 
biology, physics and chemistry. Owing 
to labor troublea the building will not 
be ready for occupancy at the opening 
of tbe school on October 1, but com- 
modious temporary quarters have been 
secured in the vicinity. In the aca- 
demic course ideal conditions will be 
provided lor the education of children 
between the ages of four and 18. It 
will include kindergarten and all 
the grades of elementary and second- 
ary (high school) education, and pre- 
pare puplla for entrance to the best 
colleges. The pedagogic school will 
offer teachers the best poasibls profes- 
sional training. Every candldats will 
be considered on probation antU the 
faculty decides that he is able to teaoh 
successfully. Under no circumstances 
will a diploma be granted until his 
eflSeiencv has been demonstrated. 

The summer school will be open to 
all who wish to have the bc-l :idvan- 
tnges for the study of education for 
three or 12 weeks. All departments 
of the institute will be represented. 
The library contains about 10. (KO vol- 
times, as that which is profound and 
technical can seldom be tauglit orally, 
but it need hardly be s.iid that tlio 
teachers are not boiiiid liv any s:.ni>h 
devotion to text-books. 'I'he children 
are taken to Mother Nature to be in- 
structed in science. Geography and 
history are naturally combined. Artl- 
flcial rivers and s.indhilU constructed 
by the little ones t hemselves illustrate 
the grow th of the world and locate the 
scenes of the rise and downfall of na- 
tions. The true aim of education It be- 
lieved to be character building, to 
which knowledge getting mutt be 
duly subordinated. To again quote 
Col. Parker: "The ideal school is the 
ideal community. Character constant- 
ly realizing itself in citiicenahip.ia com- 
munity life, in complete living, is the 
immediate, everlasting and only pur- 
pose of the school.** 

Subjects will be oorrelated end each 
study made to enhsnes the otbera. The 
children will be taught here every- 
thing that they learn anywhere else, 
but there may be a vast dierereaoe ia 
the manner and the purpose of the 
teaching. Xvery recitation will be an 
examination. Special attention will 
be given to doll and backward chil- 
dren. Only his own very best will be 
demanded from any pupil. The Indi- 
vidualism of each will be encouraged. 
In short, the aim will be t« reveal to 
each student what the best In life may 
mean for him and to train teachers 
throughout America how best to give 
their pupils the true American educa- 
tion. Chicago may be congratulated 
anew on having again added to her 
claims as the ediieational center of the 
United Siai. hJUWARD rUStlAM;

• cler of our climate, ami hy piriiires and 
Illustrations showtd tin m that we had a 
lull crop every year; that cur diuiKer was 
from over-bearing; that In no ii srane 
had we missed two crops In fu^ ^e^.-iun 
from any cause. You will scarcely un- 
derstand the Intense Interest of this In- 
terview until U Is explained that this 
Frult-Urowlnr Association practices fruit 
culture In two ways, wall-culture and 
cultivating under glass (I forego French 
designations). The out-door cultivation of 
fruit In France Is extra-hasardous and la ; 
fast being superseded by the artificial 
means of wall und Rlass. 

The uentlemcn who were hero yester- 
day explained that the most profitable 
culllvallon was tliat wherein all the fac- | 
tors of success were In the hands of the . 
cultivator. I have used this argument 
many limes for the promoting i>f the jiolley | 
of irrigation. I have said tli.it wliin ilie 
moisture can b« controlled, ljuih with rt f- 
erence to moisture and draluMKe. civiliz' d 
eulttire will have been achievi d; tliai at 
that point only It becomes an an; but 
where natural conditions are di pended I 
upon and are not under the control of 
man, the cultivation haa not risen to the 1 
dignity of an art. Its main factors are at 1 
the hasard of chance. 

When I explained, however, the condi- 
tions under which fruit was arowa In 
California, It became apparent both to my- 
self and my auditors, that the itatural 
conditions In California are as nearly per- 
ft'c t for the production of fruit as It Is 
p< ^-inile to be, and that at all events 
th- 10 are economlis with us which will 
fivi- us the fruit markets of the world. 
You may .ii ei pt this conclusion as dem- 
on.-tr.itii 1)\ our exhibit and observation 
here. California is hereafter to be the 
orchard of the world, for reasons which 
win be more easily made apparent ia % 
pi>rsonal Interview. 

The reason for the foregoing narration 
I will now present: We had exhausted 
the Intersst of the exhibit In showing the 
fruits, the pineapples, the dates, the 
prunes, the peaches, the pears, the ap- 
ples, the vegetables in all their varieties, 
etc. 

The day was extremely hot and the In- 
terview had become monotonous. I called 
the company Into an attitude In which 
th. y could get a good view of the pan- 
orama of the great tree grove. I have 
never heard more genuine expressions of 
surprise and admiration. The President 
of the Association, a man of fine mentality 
and (lisniiy of character, said, through tlie 
Intirpr.ter to me, that the picture was 
tlie most beautiful presentation of a for- 
e.sl he had i ver seen tnd the forest was 
the most beautiful of any that had ever 
been shown abroad. The forett as ex- 
pressed in that picture Is Infinitely su- 
perior to any forestry expression possible 
here. The largest pine tree I saw In Ger- 
many was less than twenty-four Inches 
In diameter, and not to exceed sc venty-flve 
or eighty feet high. After what we had 
told them of the favoring conditions of 
climate and soil, we Introduced them Into 
the heart of one of our greatest forests 
by the best representation which can be 
placed upon paper. Tou can have no 
adiequate conception of how it broadened 
and dignified and ennobled our State. We 
hud shown them panorama pictures, pic- 
tures of prune orihardi* In bloom, pic- 
tures of orchards, one of which Is a most 
ni:jrveIous presentation, the panorama 
Itself being six feet by fourteen Inches 
hiKh, and representing nve hundred acres 
of prune orchard. We had shown them 
twenty-one square miles In one panorama 
of a fruit orchard In Vaca Valley. We had 
shown them large fruits and larc* veg- 
etables, and all thei>e things had appealed 
to them as exceptional. The panorama of 
the sreat forests of California, includlnc 
the greatest trees that grow In tile State, 
conferred upon the entire exhibit proba- 
bility and confirmation.
